DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-12 and 14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art does not teach a system for the measurement in real time, of the instantaneous 
flow of a fluid in steady or unsteady motion in a conduit that includes a flow-velocity 
measuring device, a pressure-difference measuring device, and a calculation resource 
that is an electronic calculator that includes a first amplifier connected to a first input of a 
subtractor, an integrator connected to an output of the subtractor, a feedback loop 
connected between an output of the integrator and a second input of the subtractor, 
where the feedback loop includes a module producing the absolute value function 
connected to the output of the integrator, and a multiplier which is connected by a first 
input to an output of the module and by a second input to the output of the integrator. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
